SACHAMBNTO, March l.— This morning 


Voorhiee asked

Voorhiea called atten- 
tion to the fact that only four days re- 
mained in which the President could 
sign the Caminetti bill. The resolution 
was adopted by a unanimous vote, and 
will be telegraphed to him.

The finance committee of the senate 


presented their report this afternoon, 
showing the condition of the finances of 
the state ns to the 50 per cent limit of 
taxation. The report shows that if all 
tho billa pending passed.it would be 
necessary to cut down appropriations 
contained in measures which have al- 
ready passed the senate and gone to tho 
assembly.
